‘The work of 
taking it home was not easy to accom: 
plish withé#® disturbing the economic 
market, although eventually, by its own 
deyices, she succeeded in accomplishing the 
task. As we have already pointed out the 
present loan has been entrusted to the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion, and, we have it of the authority of a 
Japanese exchange, the money so ‘raised 
will be taken to Japan in February or 
March of nest year. As to the pur 
poses for which the loan has been raised we 
have at present no information ;-but that it 
is to foster industrial: enterprises of the 


| go-ahead Japanese nation, if not for military 


purposes, we may fairly assume to be more 
or less certain. Japan has evinced as keen 
a desire to promote the industrial interests 
of her people as much as the earnestuess 
with which she has formulated and carried 
out the magnificent naval programme, which 
at once raised her to the fore front rank 
of the maritime powers of the world; 
and in her fleet, she possesses to-day one of 
the finest armoured cruisers afloat. But turn- 
ing to the immediate effect which the loan 
is likely to. produce locally, it may be found 
that the fostering of the various -trades, 
principal “among which isthe establishment 
of sugar refineries, may have an effect not 
altogether beneficialto Hongkong..

for gratification in the fact that the Hong- 
kony and Shanghai Banking Corporation has 
been instrumental in successfi lly floating it. 
This is not the first occasion in the history of 
this great financial institution. in which it 
has occupied a most important position in 
going ta te aid, as an intermediary, of 
forcign governments.as witness, its successive 
loans on behalf of the Chinese-Government.
